AMERICAN INDUSTRY.

MELTING OF THE IRON AND STEEL ASSOCIATION

SPEECH OF HORACE GREELEY,

WAsnINGYoR, Jan. 16,—The Amorican Iron
and Steal Assoociation, commenoed its unnunl
meoling In this eity, this morning. But little
business, excopiing the appolntment of com-
miltees; was transucted ot the morning sossion,

The meeting this evening was vory large and
earnet, aud many menboers of Congress and
other prominent persons Interented in the pro-
teetion of native induastry and manufacturoes,
were presant and partiolpated,

The Convenlion was ealled toorder al, elght
o'clock, by the Viee President, Bamuaal J,
Reeves,

The Uhnlrmnan called for the reporis from the
variomws commitiees appointed at the morning
sesulon. Mr, Beranton, Chalrman of the Com-
mitler on the Tarlil| stated that that Commitiea

had & meeting, but nothing definite had been r

arrivel at, and mskoed to have farther timo
allowad in whiok to present a report, Fuarther
Ltime was grantod,

The following Is an abstraet of the resolutions
adopted:—

Resplvndd, That while an inerease of duties on
ot and stacl heyond those now existing may
calme B lenporary lucrense in prices, the affect
o prolective duatles wuileh establish  in-
dustries to the point of competition with
vival imporis s altimately 0o reduce
prices o consumers, It isx bayoud dispute
thays the duty imposed by the Morrlll tarir
o eant slesl, nmounting to 100 per eent, increasae
on plevions rates, under which daty the pro-
duction of American stoel was greatly extended,
brought down the price of the lmported article
frsm 160 cents n ponnd Lo 1 cents, snd that when
Eold was at §280, and the hest English casy stosl
consaquently had to bo sold ot 43 cents; Ameri-
eab pteel of equally good gquality never sold for
more than 42 centa, and It 1s also time that pre-
vious to the prosent extenslve preparations in
thisconntry to malke Ressemer ralls, the English
ageate charged for them $160 n gold, but
dropped the priee to §110 npon learning that we
wers golng largely toto the business nnder the
expectation of an Inerease of the wriff,

Yemolved, That the facts reported by the Spectal
Commisgloner of the Revenue for use in the reé-
viglon of whe tarid, that “the wheatk and corn
trops of tho United States, for 1865, amounted
10 2,060,550 bushels; that of this quantity
there were exporied 1o Great Britam 2,200,-
e bushels, ns compared with 37,150,848 bu-
shels lmported Into Great  Britain  from
all other countries; that of the 4,082,088
bundred welght of wheat flour imported
fnto Great Britnin only 261876 hundred weight
were recolved from the United States, while on
theother hand New England and the State of
New York alone, In 150, requived 26,000,000 or
hashels of wheat ln addition to thelr own pro-
ductions to mnke ap  thelr eonsamption,
While of the walue of the whole agrieul-
cultural produets of the conutry for the same
year, Including bay, batter, wine potatoes, hemp
and wool, as well us grain, bot iocluding
cotton, rye and sugar only 2% per cent, was es-
timated to have been exported, leaving 4714 per
aeml, for the home markel consumption, '1‘.] ase
fasie conclusively show the worthlessness of the
forelgn market to the farmers of this eountry,
apd demonstrate that the interest of the agrl-
culturists o the United States lles in butlding
up home manufactures under the protection of

1w, s0 as (o increase the number of cons
sumers of thelr products, to diminish the cost
of thelr transportation, and Lo secure Lo them
steady, sure and remunerative markots,

Resolved, Thot half a century’s experience
proves thal there ean be no practieal protection
Lo American farmers, except what they recelve
from the éxlsténce and extansion of Ameriean
manufnctures: that every pound of imported
fron, steel and copper, every yard of lm-
ported cloth, every pane of Imported gloss,
every article lmported, the elemeénts of
whuse production we possess, are imporia-
tions In manufactured form of farm products
and labor which come in direct and Injurious
competition with the products of the farms and
labor of the United States and the Interests of
Ameriean farmers, mechanieal laborers and
mwanufaoturers, are one and indivisible, and
require that they should aet together Lo
secnre the undisturbed possession of thelr own
mwake,

Resolved, That we rejoloe at the Incregse of
protection glven by the Floance Commliiloe of
tho Benate to the wool growers of the United

and hie would not ask the Treasury for & thous

sana dollsrs of s gold, for paper money served
him Lbetter,

It might be very sound, It might bo very sure,
but he wanted sometbing that could ba inolosed
in an envelope without letting folks koow
what it was, and thls purposo was anewersd by
the use of paper money, It wo flood the country
with goods in excess of the amonunt of onr ox-
poris of produce, we must pay for it in onoof
two things—elther In gold or these nationnl
promises to pay, and whieh are sold for throv-
fourths of thelr face value, although drawing
lurger interest than the bonds of the Lankropt
Governments of Fuarope, which sell at par. Ib
was Indispensable to the honor and to (he
prosperity of this country that we should
prompily at least return 1w solvenoy in the cur-
reney,

The importations and the importers stand in
the way, for every man who Linportod §5,000,000
waorth of goods ealled upon us for 5,000,000 of
specie to pay for them, exeopl Ao far as some
body elso «ouﬁ products to pay for thom,

We had bedh importing a8 large a valuoe in
solld gold as we had exported of valoe In green-
backs, if nol largor, and the consoquencs was
seen in an immenss exportation of our gpacie,

The speeie we had, but the bonds we hal not
earped, bul simply promlised, ealling upon ours
selves and our children to falifil that promasase,
It was n most fatal polioy, and the grossest
improvidence Lo see this conntry exporting our
national promises o pay, with slx por cent, 1=
terest in gold, and selling thom for sevonty-five
cenis on the dollar, to puy for British iron and
Diritish muanufiuolures,

It was always pleasant to ron in debt, but
very painful to discharge thist debt and yeot
notwithstanding this facl, we continued food-
Ing the eountry wikth these our promises Lo pay,
Wo are nol making money o this way, bug
losing 1t and if we conbinue thus, the day 18 not
very far distant when woe will become banle-
rupt,

We were no longer sngaged in wir, and why
then should wo not undertake Lo puy ns we go,
Weo are ahle to produce Lhrough the unems-
ployed men and women who throng our streate,
nll those articios for which we wore now ran-
ning in debt. (Applaose.; Which would be
best, to employ our Iabor and produce in obes
Iaining for us what we need, or let them ronm
;*Ihl-m the streets and run in debt to Barope for

em,

After Mr., Greeloy had eoncluded, Commis-
eloner Wells nrose and with great feellng denied
the charge that he wis & free Lrader,

Judge Kelley followed with a spesch on the
efforts which the British Free Trado Loague was
muking todissegninate free trade ldeas, and to
destroy protection, and held up o copy of o
papar reseived to-day by every moemboerof Con-
gress, called The Free Yvader. It wos made up
almost wholly of extractg from Comiaissioner
Walls' report, advanoce coples of whioh were sent
to all the tree trade papors of the country before
Il was gsent 1o Congress,

day nfternuon the contributors and managers
of the Deaf and Damb  Asylom beld thelr ane
nunl meeting, ut which Judge Sharvswood pro-
sided, and J. J. Barclay acted as Secretary, The
I'rexldent read the anonual report, as follows,—

The number of puplls In the Institution on
the 1st oL January last, was one hundred and
peventy-five, via—=Ninety-four bovsnand elghty-
one girls. Bince then there were rooelved fty-
two mutes, twenty-five boys and twenty-seven

irlg, There are, therefore, now remaining one
mndred and elghty-elght; ninety-nine boys
andeighty-nine girls, During the year Amasa
Praott apd Arthuar H, Whitmore retired [rom
the institution, Some ijnconvenience has re-
sulted from the change of teachers, nnd an
unusual degree of labor thrown on the Prinel-
pal. Jacob D, Kirkhufl' and Henry 5, Pratt
wore appolinted to Il vacancies,

Gireatl care Is given to the physical training,
mornl and inteliectual culture of the pupils.
They are provided with sultable diot and
clothing, and enjoy regulnr exercise In the
play-grounds, Their apartiments are spucious
and well ventiluted, Every puapll, on admis-
sion, Is examined medically and vacelnnted.
The health of the family has heen exoellont,
and no deathis occurred during the yoear., Great
harmony has pervided the household, The
usnal studies have been pursued,nand the con-
duct and Improvement of the scholars has
been satisiictory. A fow cases have ocearred
where pupils recommonded have been found
oo feable in mind to veceive Instruction, Thoso

states, and wounid Invite their co-operation
to extend ourconntry's mecanical luduastry so as
10 secure ror themselyves 4 permanent and ever
improving market for their flecces, In the suc-
cessful establishment of the American broad
cloth and worsted manuinetare, and in the
abllity of well-pald laborers and i busy people
to buy and to consume,

The resolutions were unanimonsly adopted,

The Chalpman having extended an lnyitation
1o any gentleman present who fell interested in
the objects of the Assoclation tosubmit their
views, loud calls were made for Hon., Horace
Greeley, who came forwnrd and made some
very interesting remarks, which were loudly
applanded. He sald he thought be might tairly

begin by congratulating the Associstion onn |

very decided Improvement lo the sentiment of
Uongress toward the proteetion of the Imperilled
branches of the national industry. (Applouse,)

He had beon here but o day, and yet in that
day be had talked with guiten number of mems
vers of Congress, who did nol stand by them as
he thought they should have done in the action
taken on the LI of the last session. He hailed
thistmprovement with joy, the more becange he
considered 1t aresult of a consultation with
thelr constitvents. It was o healthy uprising
of public sentiment making Itself manlifest
through the representatives of the people in
Conygress,

He would assure thewn Lhat there ware o halfl
Jdoren Senators who voted to lay thelr bill on
the table at thd last session, or who did not vote
at all, who are now prepired to sustiiin a mons
sure at least ns offuotlve und proteclive in its
character as that bill was, (Applanse). They
thought there wau reason for deferving or post-
poning the bill of the last sesslon. e regretted
that they thought so, becnuse whilie he udmitted
thal that moasure embodied some lwmporfoe-
pions, a8 the most perfoct bill that ¢an be drawn
will embody, still he would call the business
wen of this cunntry Lo witness, that had that
biil passed six months ago the amountof our
indebtedness to Europe would have been seven
pondred milllon dollars loss than it Is to-day.
(Aprplause).

We should have called Inlo or kept in owr
workshops o very large body of cltizeus who
heve been wandering about the eountry sesk-
{ng subsistence or valnly staying at home walt.
ing for employment toeome Lo them. In the
city of New York there were over 000,000 able-
bodied men and women walnly seoking for
work., 'They wished to bo useful, but no vm-
ployment was furnished them, and in that
state of affalrs there wera stutesmen, so catled,
who goolly say slhiut up youy m suulfetories, put
out your forge flres,

Wwhat matters it whether these people ba em-
ployed or not, If ey are not employed in your
shops they will find work aomewhere else, e
would say 16 wus not time that they would rud
emplyment clsewhere. [ they looka 1t thero
and the present condition of the couniry was u
witpess of that fact, JL Was Lrue, as stinted In the
last of the resolutions, that an indispensable
condition of the resumption of specio payment
15 & diminutton of the Moeod of forsign products
which are ynpald for, or paid for only with na
tional promiscy, and sold nt turee-quartars of

thelr e vilue.

There Wis o mwiystery nbout specie puymont;
ueither those assembled nor any of thie business
men of Lhe sountry will run to the Treasury of
ihe United Bintes for le gold, I it should pro-
clalm to-morrow that it had resumed specie
payment. He ventured to say, that the interual
induatry of the country would mot eail upon It
jorf one hundred million deollars, He, himself,
wan conpecled with o buslness (Lhic newspaper

recommending are requested by the Hoard to
nequolpt themselves with the physleal as well
as mental eapacity of the mutes, When the
puplls are apt at articalations, instraction in

them is glven, but the directors and teachers |

are confirmod, by long experlence, ln the
opinion, that it 18 injudicious to teach all Lo
speak, The time thus wasted can be batter eme
ployed In developing the mind, and furnishing
Lo the 1;\l|)llr.-' usetnl and general information,
The Board had not deemed itadvisable Lo pur.

The Board has under consideration the subjeot
of applying to the l.eigl.hlmurn for means o ex-
tend the terin of Lthe Institution to puplls who
would be benefited by longer continuaanoce,
The Doard recommended the formation of
scholarships, and acknowledgod the recelpt of
books fromy Charles H, Huatohinson, Louls A,
Godey, T. 8.
